THE CHAIN-GANG CASE. 
ADJOURNED INQUEST. 7 

The adjourned inquest on the bodies of 
Oornvilius Pereirs, Ho Yau and Ho Cheong 
wns regymod at the Magistracy this morn- 
ing. Mr Wodehouse presided, and the jury 
wero Messrs F. KE. 0. Georg, 1. P, Madar 
and J, E. Gomes. 

The following evidence was taken :— 

TJnapector Stanton—-T am nequainted with 
the locality whora the chrin-gang was at 
work. They were constructing a road 
from the Glaas-works to the new Police Sta- 
tion at Kennedy Town. Tho Glass-worke 
avo on’ the leval of the Praya, and the 
Police Station is shout fifty feet up the 
hill, above tho level of the water. The 
distance from ‘he Glass-works to the Police 
Station is about 200 yards, ‘and tho road 
slopes gradually up from the level to tho 
Station, The three wharves that have 
been apoken of are almost iu -frant of the 
Qilaes.works, if anything a little totho West, 
In addition to the road-making thoro is also 
gome excavating work going un quite close 
to the Polica Btulion, -In front of the 
Police Station there is:a retaining wall, to 
the eastward of which tha excavating work 
is being carried on. _ Tho road has boen 
commenced at the Polico Station, and the 
works are being carricd enstward from 
that point. The throe wharves mentioned 
are the only ones between the Glasa-works 
and the Police Station. Thero is another 
| wharf to the Weal of the Police Station. 
Idon't know anything as to how the guards 
wero distributed on this day. I saw the 
prisoners on the hillside as 1 approached 
with the launch. They were all aquatting 
down along the road between the Glass- 
works andthe Police Station, They were 
near the Police Station, and about 100 or 
120 yards from the shore ond of the wharf, 
The guarda were on the level with them, 
between the road ond the sea, - From 
where they wore they could see anything 
that waa going on. In order to complete 
the work the road has to be made from the 
Police Station to the Glaas-works. 

Mr Georg suggested that the jury should 
visit the spot and ree the natore of the 
works and how the prisovers were distei- 
buted. 

Mr Wodehouse said he would see after 
he put come questions tu the head-turnkey 
whether he considered that advisable. 

* Head-Turnkey Nolan (to. whom In- 
spoctor Stanton's evidence was read over) 
said--Mr Stanton’s description ia gener- 
ally correct, except that the read he peaks 
of isunder the Police Station. Tha road 
is to be one from the Polics Station to 
the Glasa-works, Tho hill that we are cut- 
ting away is to the left of the Police Sta- 
tion. The main body of prisoners were 
not sitting in lines bué in gangs while the 
athers were attempting to escape. Tt is 
my duty to place the guards; I did eo on 
that day, About 12 o'clock there is an 
interval for tiffin, The distribution éfter 
that is the asme aa before. On tha day in 
question the sentriea were posted as fol- 
lows :—One was etationod noar the jetty 
that the escape was made from, who was 
instructed to prevent any civil labourers 
from passing between him and the chain- 
gang, and also if ho saw any prisonora run- 
ning towards him to order them to stand 
and if they did not do soto fire, That 
sentry was Meball Singh. The next seu- 
try was posted between sixty and seventy 
yerds westwards of him on the beach. His 
jnstrugtions wero the same. The third 
sentry was posted on the hill right over the 
works, snd the fourth was placed at the 
opening between the Glassworks and the 
hill; their instructions were also the same 
as those of the first sentry. Tha sentriea 
are armed with loaded rifles and have each 
either ive or tea rounds of stamunition. 
T placed the tornkays in chain along the 
works ‘extending for a distance of about 
150 yards, They were between the pri- 
sonera and the aca. No particular posts 
were assigned to them. In the evant of an 
attempt to cecape they are supposed to pur- 
sue the pricuners and fire at hens if toy 
don’t ‘stand, The clotef offcat Wat Pe- 
and bis dities’ wore giuiply ta attind 
tha closet, He was armed with & 
loaded revolver and’ sword, and the 
tamkeys were armed in the samo way. 
Tho closot is between the Glasy-worke and 
the hill’ Isis only about ten ‘or twelve 
yards from the youd that is boing made and 
absut 20-yards from the place “where we 
-were excavating. Tt is about 120 . garda 
from the shore end of the jetty. The turay 
keys were about 20, yerda apart from. cach 
other, ‘TI don’t give them instructions as ‘td 
how far from each other they shouldbe, sa 
Jong as thoy keep thelr eyes open ahd can 
a . a . 7

ordinwry appearances of drowning. Budy 
Wo. 2 was admitted to the same place on 
the same doy. “It was that of o Chinese 
prisoner named Ho Ayau, Tho bedy had 
tha marks of fish bites about the lips and 
there was 9 wound on tho right side of the 
head, spparontly caused by a revolver shot, 
The wound passed slong the surface of the 
akull, Death resulted frum corebral’ con- 
ouasion. “The opening was too emalt for a 
rifle bullet, Body No. 3, that of the pri- 
eoner Ho Acheong, was admitted at 7 p.m. 
on tho 18th, Go had a desp lacerated 
wound on the left groin such as might have 
beon oconsioned by o rifle bullet. Death 
was caused by hemorrhage. 

Dr Ayres, Colonist Surgeon, concurred 
with the conclusions atated by Dr Marques. 
J had special inatructiona to seo whother 
there were any signs of the beating about 
Pereira’a body, but I could discover none. 
Lecould not say whether the wound on the 
head of bady No. 2 was cvused by a rifle 
or revolver bullet. : 

Mr Georg—Don’t you think that repoat- 
_ed blows ona man’s head with a bamboo pole 
uught to leave some marka. : 

‘Dr Ayres—If the mat was in the water 
there would be no resistance; the man 
would simply bob up and dawn. 

Mr Wodehouse road over the evidonce of 
turnkey Foulkes, with regard to” Pereira, 
and asked if it was possible that what was 
Qescribed could teke place without some 
murke being shown, 

Dr Ayres said he did not think it possi- 
dle. 

Turnkey Foulkes, recalled—When I saw 
Pereira struck I was about five or aix-yards 
away from him. He had nothing on his 
head, I could seo distinctly what took 
place. I did not ses how he camo over the 
sida of the junk. He came down feat fret. 
He did not jump overboard. At the time 
he fell intotha water he was struggling with 
prisoner 130. Ho was hitting the prisouer 
with his fista and the prisoner was striking 
hira with o bamboo, The bamboo was a 
carrying pole aboutfaur or five feot long. 
I did not see what made Peroim gu over- 
board. He may have jumped in. 

By Mr Georg—I am quite certain that 
the prisoner continued to strike Pereira on 
tho head after he got into the water, 

By Mr Wodehouse—It was tho blows he 
received that caused him to sink. I think 
he could awim. 

By..Dr Ayres—It was while he was 
hanging on to the side of the boat that he 
got the blows on the head, 

By Mr Wodehouse—They were violent 
blows, the bamboo beng held in both hand’, 

Dr Ayres—I have heard tho additional 
evidence of Foulkes. To my mind it ia not 
credible, In my opinion if violont blows 
wera received there must have bean some 
marks, Bo hada fairly thick skull and a 
good deal of hair, but there were no 
abrasions or anything of that kind. 

Dr Cantiie—J held post mortems on each vf 
the bodies. I'agree with Dr Marques’ con- 
elusions segarding the three bodies, and 
with Dr Marques and Dr Ayres with regard 
to Pereira, “Lam of opinion that death in 
Poreira’a caso ‘resulted directly from 
drowning. I expressly looked for marke of 
violence on the body and head and found 
none. In the circumstances I cannot un- 
derstand Foulkes’s evidence. It appears 
to me incredible. There- must have been 
traces. 

Foulkes, recalled,—I can't explain how 
there were no marka on Peraira’s head; but 
Lam positive that I saw the blows come 
down on hix head. 

. Mr Georg (to Dr Cantlie)—If a man was 
exhousted after a long struggle, might 
not a alight blow be sufficient to stun him. 

Dr Cantlie—Even if he were exbansted 
there would be some mark of the blaw, 

Charles Charleson, recalled,—The junk 
vas about ten vars from the jetty when I 
got tatheend of it. Isaw Poreira strog- 
gling with the prisoners: who were. en- 
deavouring to hoist the forward gail. 
There wers about eight prisoners trying 
to hoist the forward asil. They drave 
Pereira forward, beating him with baryhong, 
Afterwards 1 saw him standing on the rail 
of the juok. ' He was holding on by the 
Hina which goes to the top of the mast, 
Two prisoners ran to bim and wrestled with 
him, the result being thot ther ‘all threo 
foll overboard...

GRNERAL GORDON'S EVIDENCE. 

General Gurdon, Superintendent of Vie- 
torin Gaol, said—tI have boon Boperintendent 
of the gaolsince May 1883, [am acqua- 
inted with the chain-gang and its 
duties. . The gang is taken principally 
from long-sentence prisonera who used 
to be called convicts.” Thoro are, however, 
a few short sontence ptisdaers emong them. 
Thoy are governed by the published gaol 
regulations, They wero published a year ago, 
According to the regulations the chain-gang 
should be undér the superinteudcuce of a 
head.turnkey, with a turnkey in charge of 
each gang and throo or four Sikh guards as 
sentrios, Tho chain-gang guts “cat every 
doy. I am aware that five escapes have 
taken placo since 2st December 1687, 
These eacapes hava not led to any altera- 
tion in the regulations, Wo have, however, 
put the chain-gang men into irons; they 
have had irons attached ta cach leg and 
fastened round the waist, in addition to 
coupling echnins, That was done about 
two montha age, after the previous 
escape. The abject waa to prevent them 
from ranging far, « ving to the weight } 
and the restriction of limbs We have 
also armed the -turokoye with re- 
vyolvers in addition to swords since the pro- 
vious escape, -I did that on my. own an- 
thority without instructions from tho Go- | 
vernment. The matter with regard to the | 
irons was done on instructions from the 
Government. also deoided what ommu- 
nition they should take with them. Tt was 
either ten or twelve rounds. The amauni- 
tion I believe has been in the Gaol for ten or 
fifieon yesrs. The ammunition ia handed 
ont every morning by Mr Jones toa Sikh 
sergoant, who distributes it to tho officers. 
An account of itis kept in our stock book. 
On this occasion I think about 70 rounds 
were expended. I send'a certain number 
of prisJners who have only six month’ sen- 
tenco in the chain-gang and ditect them to 
be coupled to such convicta as are most 
likely to try to escape, because tho six 
months’ men are not at all likely to wish to 
escape, especially as T nover send them out 
untii half of their six months is finished. 
‘Thisis done ona very limited scale. OF the 
12 who escaped on this occasion only one was 
a short sentence min. IL applied te the 
Government to get the polica to keop an 
eyo on boats and junka that may be hover- 
ing about. T don’t know exactly what 
ateps were taken in consequence, but T am 
awaro that some steps have been taken.
